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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Barrington: 


The boys and girls of Barrington are having a 
better chance for good schooling than ever before. The 
improvements made in the Oak Hill School, the effects 
of supervision, the hiring of qualified and permanent 
teachers and the maintenance of thirty-six weeks 
of school are steadily bringing up the quality of edu- 
lation in Barrington to be more nearly equal to that 
of more favored places in the state. 


The Success of the School Law 


After four and one-half vears of operation, it is 
apparent to the people of the state that school 
law is doing what was promised, that is, equaliz- 
ing the educational opportunities throughout the state 
and giving to pupils in rural communities an educa- 
tion nearly as good as that to be had in cities and 
villages. By lengthening the school year in many 
towns, the law has resulted in better schooling for the 
pupils. The number of New Hampshire schools hav- 
‘ing a short school year, twenty to thirty-four weeks, 
has been reduced from 924 in 1919 to only 12 in 1923. 
Instead of thirty weeks as in 1918, Barrington now 
has thirty-six weeks, an increase of six weeks per 
year which means a total gain of one and one-third 
years of schooling during the eight years of the ele- 
mentary course. 

The Improvement of Teaching 


There has been a like gain in improving the qual- 
ity of teaching. The demand for good teachers has 
increased the enrollment in New Hampshire normal 
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schools from 240 in 1918 to 607 in 1924 and in sum- 
mer normal classes from 188 in 1919 to 513 in 1923. 
The per cent. of fully trained teachers has increased 
from 31% to 41% and of partly trained teachers from 
31% to 46% of the total number of teachers in the 
state. At the same time the number of untrained 
teachers has been reduced from 34% to 11% of the 
entire number. 

Under the old system it was the usual thing in 
the rural districts to hire a different teacher every 
term. Many teachers were dissatisfied or were un- 
qualified or unsatisfactory and had to move from dis- 
trict to district. Think of the loss to your children 
of changing teachers every term! It takes most of 
the term for a new teacher to learn the needs of her 
pupils and to discover their ability and progress in the 
several studies. In 1919 for the seven schools in Bar- 
rington, ten teachers were employed, none of whom 
had any training for her work beyond a high school 
education. Since then there has been some improve- 
ment of the teaching force and I believe the people 
will support the School Board in getting and retain- 
ing good teachers. Five vears ago 540 New Hamp- 
shire teachers broke up their schools by changing 
their position during the school year. Only 187 did 
so in 19238. In the face of these facts can anyone 
doubt that New Hampshire children are getting better 
schooling? 


Other Gains in New Hampshire Schools 


These are not the only improvements resulting 
from the school law of 1919. Sixty-six of the poorer 
towns, unable to provide supervision of their schools, 
now have supervision equal to that of the towns and 
cities. Every public school in the state receives on 
the average during the year twenty visits from the 
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superintendent in addition to the average number of 
two visits made, as formerly, by school board mem- 
bers. Every superintendent is a college graduate 
who has a satisfactory personal and professional rec- 
ord, who has passed searching professional examina- 
tions, who has taught school successfully five or more 
years and gives all his time to school supervision. 

The number of pupils in New Hampshire high 
schools has increased from 12,00 to over 17,000, a gain 
of forty per cent. in five years. The number in even- 
ing schools has increased from 1514 to 3855. Care of 
the health of the children in school has spread from 
30% of the schools to all of the schools of the state. 

There has been throughout the state a marked 
improvement in school buildings. The number of 
first-class school buildings has increased from 100 to 
265 of good buildings from 200 to 425; of fair build- 
ings form 300 to 325; while the number of unsuitable 
buildings has been reduced from 500 to 85. 


The Principle of Equalization 


These and many other improvements in the 
schools, especially in rural schools, are the result of 
the principle of equalization of school opportunities 
throughout the state. The people of the state have 
been convinced that the principle is right. There is 
no way to stop or prevent the increase of population 
and the accumulation of the wealth of the state in, 
towns and cities. But there is a way for the more 
prosperous communities to give to the children of rural 
communities an equal opportunity in education. Rural 
children can have equal opportunities when they have 
standard buildings, standard equipment, care of the 
health of pupils, qualified teachers and adequate super- 
vision. 
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Increase in School Costs No More Than Other 
Increases 


There has been a misunderstanding on the part of 
some people with regard to the cost of these improve- 
ments, since they have been brought about during the 
years when there has been a great rise in the prices 
of labor, food and other commodities, School costs 
would have increased anyway. They would have in- 
creased almost as much without supervision and with- 
out the improvements that have been accomplished. 
Equalization and supervision have given the rural 
children good schools in standard buildings under 
qualified teachers for about the same many that would 
have been paid for unsatisfactory schools and unqual- 
ified teachers. 


The Problem of the Location of Schoolhouses 


The arrangements made this year for the pupils 
of the France and Canaan districts have been satis- 
factory. Transportation has been regular and _ at- 
tendance has been good. Under good teachers these 
pupils have been getting better schooling than they 
could have received in a small school of seven or eight 
pupils. For such a school it is almost impossible to get 
qualified teachers. It is hard, too, for both pupils and 
teacher to keep up their interest where there are only 
one or two in a grade. It is not economical to hire a 
_ teacher for such a few. Changes in the town have 
reduced the number of pupils to sixty-nine in five 
schools. The problem is more serious than before and 
demands the thoughtful consideration of all the people 
of the town. May I request you and all ciiizens inter- 
ested to read what was printed on this subject in last 


year’s report? The situation remains unchanged ex- — 


cept for the improvement of the Oak Hill schoolhouse 


and the reduction this year in the number of pupils. 


ere 
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I would like to repeat the suggestion made in last 
year’s report for the appointment of a large committee 
of representative citizens to make a thorough study of 
this problem and to adopt a policy to be carried out 
during the next three years if approved at the next, 
school meeting. 

Improvement of the School Buildings 

I believe the people who have children at the Oak 
Hill school have been greatly pleased with the improve- 
ment of that building. Better work can always be done 
in a well-lighted, ventilated, comfortable and sanitary 
building. Similar improvements should be made in 
every schoolhouse that continues in use. May I ask 
you to read again what I said about this last year? I 
recommended that alterations be made at Pond Hill 
schoolhouse and renew that recommendation, because 
that building seems certain to continue in use. No 
loyal and thoughtful citizen will bring a bit of sectional 
feeling into this problem, for that would be detrimental 
to the children for whom the schools exist. It is a 
problem for the whole town to face and settle in a 
businesslike wav for the interest of all. I ask you to 
consider the following recommendations: 

1. The appropriation of fifty dollars for the use of 
the School Board and a large committee raised to study 
the problem of schoolhouse location. The committee 
to propose a policy and report to the next school meet- 
ing, using with the approval of the School Board such 
part of the appropriation as is needed to secure infor- 
mation and speakers in the study of the problem. 

2. The purchase for Winkley, Green Hill, and 
Pond Hill schools of inexpensive galvanized iron jack- 
ets to be used with the stoves now in use. These 
jackets are well made and can be sold if it later hap- 
pens that any one of them should not be needed,— 
cost for three, $60.00. 
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3. The purchase of thirty (enough for two 
schools) modern adjustable desks of sizes suited to the 
pupils to replace the worn out furniture of two gener- 
ations ago, cost $330. Cheaper desks can be bought, 
but the population of any school changes so and there 
is such a difference in the size of the childern every 
year that I believe it will pay to get desks that are 
adjustable. 

4 The appropriation of $100 or such part as may 
be needed for the repairs and painting necessary at 
Oak Hill school. 

5. The alteration of Pond Hill schoolhouse so that 
most of the windows will be on one side, improving the 
toilet facilities with entrances from the school room, 
and other necessary changes and painting, cost about 
$500. 

I wish to thank the people of Barrington for their 
friendly interest in the schools and thank the School 
Board for their kindly counsel and hearty co-operation 
in the many problems that have come up during the 
year. :
